Gov. Rockefeller 
Never Got Offer 


ALBANY. NY. iAP> — Gov.^ceeding Nixon's election. 


Ndson 
A. 
Rockefeller 
had 
hoped for a post in Rictiard M. 
Nixon's Cabinet, but no direct 
job offer ever was made, in- 
formed sources reported today. 


Persons etosely attuned to the 
post^leetkiB maneuverings be- 
tween Boekafalar and the Pres- 
tdsBtslact said the main reason 
Roefcefeilcr was not taken into 
lha OMiat apparoBUy was that 
Niinm did not want him. 


"The governor diopiiad a lot 
of hints that he was avaltable, 
but he was too proud to ask/' 
one such source said. "Nbcon 
ain«)ly did not want to take the 
hints." 


At one point, during a face-to- 
face talk between the two erst- 
while rivals ibr the Republican 
presklential nominatkin, Nixon 
made what one source de- 
scribed as "a passing refer- 
ence" to the United Nattons am- 
bassadorship.

But, the source said, this 
came at a point when they had 
agreed that Rockefeller ooukl 
give the strongest support to the 
new OOP admiiMratkm 
by 
fwntimiing to serve as governor 
of New Yoit. Ihereiore Rocke- 
fsiler did not n g v d this aa a 
i o b o t e . 


As Nixon prepares to an- 
nounce his Cabinet selections.

Rockefeller has s i ^ and wiU 
say that he really believes he 
can be of maximum public serv- 
ice by staying on as governor. 
Nixon will say that he would 
have been delighted to have 
Rockefeller's services but de- 
ferred to his wishes.

Authentic sources say this is 
wtiat happened: 


Didn't Seek Job 
On election night, Rockefell«* 
went to Nixon's headquarters at 
New York'g Waldorf Astoria ho- 
tel to congratutate htm on his 
impending victory and was tokl 
that Nixon was resting and 
would see no one. The governor 
left in a negative mood 


The next morning, however, 
Nixon triephoned 
Rockefdler 
and thanked him warmly for his 
campaign support There was 
no mentkm of a Cabinet post 
During the next few days, in 
reeponse to newsmen's ques- 
ttons, RockefeUer allowed that 
he would give "serious consider- 
ation" to a Cabinet offer. But he 
took pains to en^ihasize that he 
was not seeking a job. 


Rockef^er then began to pro* 
tact himself against a snub by 
saying publicly that he liked 
bring governoi and was inclined 
to continue in ttiat ci^Dncity. 
StiU no word ftom Nboon. 


A few days Uter, on the morn- 
ing of Nov. 36. Nixon arranged 
to confer with Rockefeller at the 
apartment bouse in Makh they 
both live, on New Yoric's Fifth 
Avenue. 
Their 
oonversation 
touched heavily on ut<>an af- 
fairs, and Rockefeller—eeftfing 
no job offer was forthcoming- 
said he believed he cmtM serve 
best as governor. 
Nixon accepted the statement 
As the eonversation drew Uh 
ward a dose, Nbcon made an 
oblique reference to the possibil- 
ity of Rockefeller serving as 
U.N. smbassador. but the mat- 
ter already had been settled. 


Sources ck)se to RockefeUer 
said that the governor was ac- 
cepting the turn of events philo* 
sophicaUy but that the episode 
obviously had not innproved the 
akeady 
strained 
reUttonship 
between the two GOP leaders.

Trappist Theologian 
Thomas Merton, Dies 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - 
Thomas Merton, the Trappist 
monk who wrote “The Seven 
Storey 
Mountain,” 
and other 
best sellers, was electrocuted 
Tuesday when he moved an 
electric fan and touched a short 
in 
the

The 53-year-old Catholic phi­ 
losopher and theologian died on 
the same day as the world’s 
leading Protestant theologian, 
82-year-old Karl Barth. 
“The Seven Story Mountain" 
was third on the best - seller 
list in 1949. Some of his other 
early works included “Thirty 
Poems,” “No Man Is An Is­ 
land,” 
“Seeds af Contempla­ 
tion” and “The Sign of Jonas.” 
Merton’s body was found late 
50 I in the afternoon on the floor of a 
46 room he was occupying during a 
41 visit to Bangkok. A doctor who 
44 was summoned said the monk’s 
13 heart failed after the electric 
22 ! shock.

Escanaha’s Rotary Club invited t h e new 
Delta County P»oard of Supervisors to address 
its luncheon meeting in the House of Ludington 
on Tuesday. The board has only 5 members, re­ 
presenting population districts in the county. 
It succeeds a board of 27 members which 
was scratched in Michigan’s implementation of 
the U. S. Supreme Court’s one-man, one-vote 
edict for representative government. T h e old 
board represented townships and municipalities 
in a manner which — population wise — repre­ 
sented a wild disarray. Some townships had 3,000 
population, some 300 and each had one super­ 
visor with one vote on the county board. 
The new* board ends that misrepresentation. 
*

It also does a number of other tilings. 
It introduces partisan politics in county 
board selections, for one thing. We used to have 
that system and then departed it in the belief 
that non-partisan election was better, since part­ 
isanship brought no impressive benefits to the 
board. 
Now we’re back to partisanship, ordered by 
the Legislature in its passage of reapportion­ 
ment law. The Legislature itself is partisan and 
it makes more sense there, in the anonymity of 
state politics, than in tile intimacy of county 
government. 
It is interesting that the two Republican 
members of the board’s partisan minority ex­ 
pressed regret that the new board is partisan. 
They thought it would be more helpful to have 
a nonpartisan board, dedicated to the county in­ 
terest rather than to those of a political party.

This question of political partisanship is one 
that will never be settled. There are merits and 
demerits on both sides of the issue. Looking into 
the other end of the political telescope toward 
party interest rather than public interest (which 
party interest is intended to serve) it is obvious 
that we must have support for political parties 
if they are to survive. We were reminded of the 
desirability of strong political parties when 
George Wallace posed his third party threat to 
orderly Presidential election process in the Nov. 
5 election. 
It becomes a question of where partisan 
politics begin. At the city council, township and 
county board level? Or not until we elect a state 
legislature or congress? It has not been offensive 
for us to elect county officers on a partisan 
ticket and their presence there has given grass 
roots to ballots offering state and naticr"! nom­ 
inees too.

The pressures upon county governments to 
follow party lines are stronger today than ever 
before and may become stronger because of the 
local application of national policies affecting 
welfare programs, economic development, etc. 
(We see this exemplified in our school districts, 
too, where the boards of education have choice 
of adopting or rejecting federal aid programs of 
progressive welfarism.) 
All the veterans of city council and county 
board service on the new Delta County Board 
voiced belief that it will be more effective than 
the old board of 27 members. There was a re­ 
minder that when the board is under public heat 
to close the bars on Sundays or do something 
else that the kitchen will become very hot for 
only 5 cooks instead of 27. but there was no 
suggestion that the small board couldn’t cope 
with all the problems of county government ami 
probably with greater effectiveness.

While the new supervisors are elected to 
represent population districts on t h e county 
board, their apportionment does not have the 
hard geographical base that the old board had 
in the townships and the cities. We expect this 
to create a public benefit of regionalism. Delta 
Country had the unhappy experience of having 
some township supervisors work against millage 
for their school districts. 
Such dislocations of duty are less apt to 
happen in the new board, we’d judge, because 
of a truer area feeling and a broader understand­ 
ing that county government exists not to compete 
with other local governments like the school dis­ 
tricts, but to complement and help them, as they 
should help it.

Apollo 8 Christmas Flight 
Is Man s Riskiest Mission

SPACE CENTER. HOUSTON 
(AP) — Apollo 8’s Christmas 
time flight around the moon will 
be among the riskiest missions 
ever attempted by man. 
Diming the seven-day flight. 
Apollo 8 
win 
streak 
250.000 
miles to the lunar vicinity, orbit 
the moon for 20 hours like a 
moth around a flame and then 
return to earth. 
The Apollo 8 crew. Air Force 
Col. Frank Borman. Navy Capt. 
James A. Lovell Jr. and Air 
Force Maj. William A. Anders, 
will become the first humans to 
be captured by the gravitational 
pull ai another celestial body. 
Their lives will depend on the 
performance of a single 20,500- 
pound thrust rocket engine. If 
that engine fails, they will orbit 
the moon long after their oxy­ 
gen su pp ly fails, beyond help, 
beyond rescue, beyond hope. 
Re-Entry Hazardous 
Even if that rocket engine 
performs perfectly and Apollo 8 
starts for home, the re-entry 
poses hazards never faced be­ 
fore. 
The 
spacecraft 
will 
come 
flashing back from the moon at 
about 24.000 miles an hour. The 
on-board computers must guide 
it across a quarter million miles 
of space into a 32-mile wide 
’'window" or corridor through 
the earth’s atmosphere. 
Just before re-entry, the com­ 
mand module, containmg the 
crew, is separated from the 
service module, which contains 
most of the oxygen supplies. 
TYus leaves about seven hours of 
oxygen on board for the crew. 
Skip Trajectory 
If the spacecraft undershoots 
the corridor, or comes in too 
steeply, the extreme braking 


pressure of colliding with the at­ 
mosphere could cause the craft 
to break up. 
If the spacecraft overshoots 
the corridor, it could hit the at­ 
mosphere and skip, like a peb­ 
ble across a pond, back into 
space. 
This 
skip 
trajectory, 
space officials believe, would 
most likely be fatal to the crew 
because toeir oxygen would run 
out before the spacecraft’s new' 
orbit returns it to earth. 
Even after the crew hit* the 
corridor, their problems are far 
from over. Tie automatic re-en­ 
try system must roll the space­ 
craft’s angle of attack on the at­ 
mosphere precisely correct or 
the spacecraft could still skip 
out into space again. 
After 
the 
spacecraft 
is 
launched toward the moon from 
earth orbit, Apollo 8 will dare 
distance and time as no other 
manned spacecraft. This dis­ 
tance alone adds risk to the mis­ 
sion. 
Ladder Gets Longer 
Earth orbit flights are. at the 
very most, three hours from 
safety. In extreme emergencies, 
a spacecraft in earth orbit could 
return to earth somewhere in 30 
minutes. 
As Apollo 8 glides toward the 
moon, however, its ladder to 
safety gets longer and longer, 
until, in the lunar vicinity, the 
spacecraft is up to three days 
away from home. 
To offset these risks, the as­ 
tronauts have several factors 
going for them. 
Most Have Back-Ups 
First is the proven reliability 
of the flight machinery. After

DETROIT (AP) — If a flu 
epidemic hits Michigan, don’t 
panic, advises a Detroit health 
authority. 
“The flu you might catch in 
an epidemic is no more serious 
than the flu you might get in 
an 
outbreak 
of 
individual 
cases,” says Dr. George Pick­ 
ett, health director for Detroit 
and Wayne County. 
“An 
epidemic 
simply 
in­ 
creases the likelihood of catch­ 
ing the illness,” he says. 
“While a flu epidemic might 
be serious to the city in terms 
of disruption of industrial output 
or absenteeism from work or 
school, it is not more serious 
to the individual in terms of any 
increased severity of the di­ 
sease.”

ROYAL OAK (AP) — T h e 
fiery radao priest of the 1930s, 
the Rev. Charles C. Coughlin 
denounces liberal priests, bish­ 
ops and “loud-mouthed clerical 
advocates of arson, riot and 
drift card burning.” in his first 
pamphlet published in 26 years. 
Father Coughlin also accuses 
his superior, Roman Catholic 
Archbishop John F. Dearden of 
Detroit, of “under the table ap­

Paul. 
Dearden, president of the Na­ 
tional Conference of Catholic 
bishops, had no immediate com­ 
ment. 
“Bishops must assume the 
major responsibility for the mor­ 
al predicament in which the

Church find themselves,” Fa­ 
ther Coughlin wrote in a 54 - 
page pamphlet entitled “Helmet 


and Sword.” The pamphlet was 
released Tuesday. 
Birth Control 
He also attacked churchmen 
who have criticized Pope Paul’s 
conservative stand on birth con­ 
trol. 
It was Coughlin’s first publi­ 
cation, since “Social Justice,” a 
weekly magazine published from 
1936 to 1942. The government 
banned its distribution in the 
mails after U.S. Attorney Gen­ 
eral Francis Biddle denounced 
it as “traitorous.” The govern­ 
ment said it “mirrored the Axis 
propaganda line.” 
Tile 77-year-old priest, now re­ 
tired, claimed a national radio 
audience in the 1930s of 30 mil­ 
lion Americans. He heaped in­ 
vective on certain Jews, “in­ 
ternational bankers,” commu­ 
nists ami the 
late 
President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Under pressure from the Ro­ 
man Catholic hierarchy in De­ 
troit, he ceased his radio pro­ 
grams in 1940. 
Father Coughlin said 
th e 
pamphlet was the first section 
of a book on the “crisis in the 
Catholic Church.” 
He retired two years ago, af­ 
ter being pastor of the Shrine of 
the Little Flower in suburban 
Roval Oak. 
“For some time, these Junior 
clergymen have been question­ 


ing Pope Paul’s right to teach 
for die whole church in the mat­ 
ter of contraception,” he wrote. 
Calling them “apostles of half­ 
truth,” he said they use such 
phrases as ‘let your conscience 
be your guide.’ ” 
Of Little Faith 
Father Coughlin said “during 
these several months, the chan­ 
cery office has paid no heed to 
them as they continue to mud­ 
dy the consciences of both re­ 
ligious and lay persons.” 
He charged that the “cau­ 
tious Archbishop Dearden and 
his venturesome priests....evi­ 
dently have little faith in the 
potency of grace to forestall the 
explosions of the flesh.” 
“Catholic laity throughout the 
world are not only confused but 
scandalized and disgusted.” he 
said, as a result of the actions 
of “theological upstarts and sec­ 
ularist rebels.”
